When 
a story is phoned into the news¬ 
paper office one of the people In 
the office rewrites it and then 
takes it to the back room, where 
the type is set by the linotype 
man.

It is put on the press and printed 
and then sent to you.” 

Jeanne wrote: "We saw the 
linotype and learned how it 
worked; also three types of press¬ 
es. Mr. Langley worked the 
linotype and showed us how it 
sets the type. Mr. Goshorn gave 
us some sample copies just off 
the press. Seeing how the news¬ 
paper was made was extrejnellv 
interesting.”

ants anyone of whom might have 
been himself—if he hadn’t gone 
away. He saw them as projec¬ 
tions of himself—as he might 
have been—for all his wild na¬ 
ture and the size of him. He saw 
them timorous and shrinking, 
frightened by the mere presence 
of a priest and the fact they’d 
been found in friendly talk with 
himself as a renegade. Pete 
wasn’t telling us all this—he was 
shy on speech; but he was, in 
some mysterious way, getting it 
brilliantly across. So he jeered at 
the peasants—told them to stay 
where they were, to be men; 
wanted to know what they were 
afraid of—and why. They cow¬ 
ered about him, drawing back a 
little as the priest came on.

"Our entire farm economy pro¬ 
gram is built around transpor¬ 
tation by rubber-tired vehicles. 

"Studies by the Brookings In¬ 
stitution indicate that anything 
less than 20 million of such ve¬ 
hicles in the American economy 
must slow down the war effort 
itself, regardless of other civil¬ 
ian needs. 

“Many recent public utterances 
indicate the belief of the national 
| tire-rationing officials that avail- 
1 able and prospective supplies of 
| natural and synthetic rubber will 
; force a reduction to a maximum 
of seven million rubber-tired ve¬ 
hicles by the end of 1943. 

"Evidence in published form, in 
both the Fortune Magazine and 
Nation's Business, indicates that 
there are already three proven 
formulae for making synthetic 
rubber that may be used in tires. 
One of these already is in use in 
Germany; another in Russia, and 
a third is being used experi¬ 
mentally in this country. Another 
formulae, still in the experiment¬ 
al stage, indicate further possi¬ 
bilities in the manufacture of 
i synthetic rubber. 

"Current government estimates 
that only war and related re¬ 
quirements can be cared for on 
the road by the latter part of 
1943 indicate the absolute neces¬ 
sity for a more rapid develop¬ 
ment of facilities for the manu¬ 
facture of synthetic rubber and 
for speeding up its production. 

"The manufacturer of synthetic 
rubber must begin in sufficient 
time, and in sufficient tonnage, 
to supply the needs of the civil- 
ion population before the stock 
supply of natural rubber is com¬ 
pletely exhausted. 

“We earnestly urge that our 
Senators and Congressmen and 
our government officials, as well 
as all others having anything to 
do with rubber and its substi¬ 
tutes, push this program for the 
immediate production of syn¬ 
thetic rubber with the utmost 
speed, with the idea of producing 
tires not only for the war effort, 
but for civilian needs as well, by 
the time present tire supplies 
from natural rubber are de¬ 
pleted.” 

There has been a great deal of 
pulling and hauling in the na¬ 
tional capital on the rubber situ¬ 
ation, but there has been little 
in the way of constructive action. 
No bids have been called for as 
yet for the building of factories 
to manufacture synthetic rubber 
—and there is every indication 
that at least part of the delay is 
due to failure of Congress and 
the national administration to cut 
through red tape and take de¬ 
cisive action. 

Three proven methods are 
available for the manufacture of 
synthetic rubber, two using petro¬ 
leum as a base, and one employ¬ 
ing grain alcohol. Germany has 
successfully employed the Buna-S 
formula, one of the petroleum 
methods, and Russia, which has 
used the alcohol formula exten¬ 
sively, is now making rubber syn¬ 
thetics both by that method and 
from grain alcohol. 

The public isn’t concerned with 
which method is used; it isn't 
interested in any commercial 
quarrel between rival industries. 
But the American public will 
have something to say about it if 
, the war effort is slowed down to 
a walk by failure of the gov-

America can’t walk to victory; 
this nation’s entire economy is 
geared to wheels— and it is im¬ 
perative that Congress and the 
national administration take im-j 
mediate steps to launch a pro -1 
gram for the production of syn-1 
thetic rubber that will supply 
tires not only for the war effort, 
but also for civilian needs! 

That, in substance, represents 
the viewpoint of the Agricultural 
Council of California, the legisla¬ 
tive board of the State’s major 
farm cooperatives, as expressed 
in a resolution adopted at the 
Council's annual meeting, just 
concluded. More than 70,000 Cali¬ 
fornia farmers are members of 
30 major farm co-ops represented 
by the Council. 

During discussion of the issue, 
it was brought out that both 
Germany and Russia are produc¬ 
ing synthetic rubber on an exten¬ 
sive scale and that a large num¬ 
ber of their motor vehicles are 
equipped with tires made from 
synthetic rubber.
